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Smoking 

bylaw hurting 
some people, 
helping others

‘XT pole the majority of restaurants in 
Ny town say the new smoking bylaw 
has not cost them money or 
patrons, at least three establishments 
blame the bylaw for a drop in business. 
One, Justin’s of Andover, at 22 Park St., 
has closed its dining room and is attempt- 
ing to re-establish itself as a bar, to 
sidestep compliance. 

The bylaw was approved by Town Meet- 
ing in April and went into effect July 13. It 
bans smoking in public buildings and pub- 
lic areas in private buildings. It particular- 
ly affects restaurants and municipal build- 
ings. A reporter visiting several Andover 
restaurants last week did not see smoking 
in any of them. 

Dagmar Schmellinger, owner of 
Justin's, said the publicity in the newspa- 
pers about Andover becoming a non-smok- 
ing town has hurt business since the bylaw 
passed. 

Her business has been off by 40 percent, 
Ms. Schmellinger said, and rather than try 
to adapt, Justin’s dropped its dinner menu 
to qualify as a bar. Bars, where food ser- 
vice constitutes less than 30 percent of 
business, are not subject to the bylaw. 

“We don’t have a dining room any- 
more,” she said. “We just serve a bar menu 
now.” 

But Joanne Martel, health department 
agent, said last week that Justin’s had not 
approached the Board of Health to change 
its status and should still be in compliance 
with the bylaw.

“He actually came into the garage with me 
in the house in the middle of the day,” she 
said.

Mr. Sunderland 
served as an 
Andover police offi- 


cer for more than 16 — 


years before he was 
placed on injured-on- 
duty leave in May 
1988 as a result of 
psychological prob- 
lems. The town 


attempted to retire ' 


Mr. Sunderland from 
the force in 1989, but 
disagreement 


regarding the type of 


retirement, whether , 


it was an accidental 
or ordinary disabili- 
ty, between the 
town’s retirement 
board and the state 
retirement system 
began problems with 
the retirement. 
After years of 
arbitration and vari- 
ous court decisions, 
Mr. Sunderland is 


now retired with an 


accidental disability 
pension of $30,896.16 
annually, which is 72 
percent of his salary 
at the time of his 


retirement. 
The most recent 
arbitration dealt 


with whether his 
actual retirement 
date should have 
been Jan. 12, 1990, 
the date his initial 
ordinary retirement 
was approved, or 
March 12, 1998, the 
date his accidental 
disability retirement 
was finally 


approved, and the 
terminal-leave pay 
due him. The town 
had been ordered by 
the courts to put Mr. 
Sunderland back on 
injured leave during 
that time pending a 
final decision.

Brazil hires Raytheon and other 
area firms for $1B-plus project 


A team headed by Raytheon Company has 
been selected by the Brazilian government to 
develop and produce the Amazon Surveil- 
lance System (SIVAM). The project is valued 
at more than $1 billion and is scheduled to 
run through the year 2000. 

The Raytheon team was selected over the 


’ French firm Thomson CSF. The two teams 


had been selected as finalists by the Brazil- 
jan government over two other teams, one 
U.S. and one European, in a decision 
announced June 1. 

SIVAM will provide Brazilian government 
agencies with the capability to collect and 
process the information required to protect 
the environment; sustain economic develop- 
ment; and support proper land use, conserva- 
tion and development in the Amazon. The 
project calls for the delivery of an integrated 
network of telecommunications, remote 


‘ satellite sensing and imagery and ground- 


based and airborne sensor systems con- 
trolled by regional and national coordination 
centers. 

Raytheon will provide air traffic control 
radars; automation and flight certification 
aircraft; airborne and ground-based surveil- 
lance and environmental sensors; weather 
radars; telecommunications; specialized soft- 
ware applications; systems engineering and 
logistic support; and program management. 

Dennis J. Picard, Raytheon chairman and 
CEO, said, ‘““We welcome the challenge of pro- 
ducing and delivering this complex system. 
We’re proud that the Brazilian government 
has selected us from a formidable list of com- 
petitors to carry out this large and important 
project.

“Raytheon’s win of the Brazilian SIVAM 
program represents a major expansion of the 
company’s capabilities into commercial and 
international business; converting defense 
know-how and jobs to commercial and envi- 
ronmental requirements.

restaurant with a full-scale menu,” Ms. 
Martel said. 

Ms. Schmellinger said her receipts 
from last year show that she qualifies 
as a bar under the bylaw’s guidelines. 
Ms. Martel said Justin’s needs to show 
that proof to the Board of Health before 
the bylaw restrictions would be lifted. 

Henry Broekhoff, owner of the 
Andover Inn, said his business is also 
off. Some people call to make a reserva- 
tion, but change their mind when told 
there’s no smoking, he said. 

“The people that do come in are 
incredulous about it,” he said. 

Mr. Broekhoff said patrons are not 
upset about not being able to smoke in 
the dining room, but they are bothered 
by the policy in the lounge. The inn has 
a small lounge with 12 bar stools, and 
Mr. Broekhoff said the cost involved in 
fulfilling the requirements for a vari- 
ance — $4,000 to $5,000 — would be too 
high. 

He is also concerned that the Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Administra- 
tion may ban smoking in bars. OSHA 
is studying whether to ban smoking in 
the workplace because it is a health 
hazard to employees, including bar- 
tenders. If OSHA does that, any busi- 
nesses that upgrade their facilities to 
meet variance requirements would be 
out of luck — and money, Mr. Broekhoff 
said. 

Restaurant as police officer 

Mr. Broekhoff said he doesn’t like 
policing the bylaw. While the bylaw 
penalizes restaurants if someone 
smokes, it does not penalize the offend- 
ing smoker. 

Mr. Broekhoff said he had one 
patron light up despite his protests. 
The man said, “What are you going to 
do, arrest me?” according to Mr. 
Broekhoff. 

The bylaw should put some of the 
responsibility on the smoker, he said. 


Variance requests 

At least two restaurants — Grill 93 on 
River Road and Eighteen Elm Street -— 
have requested, or will request, vari- 
ances from the bylaw. 

To be approved for a variance, an 
establishment must show the bylaw 
causes a “manifest injustice” and must 
provide an equal or greater degree of 
environmental protection. Restaurant 
Owners can provide clean air by 
installing separate heating and air-con- 
ditioning systems and improved venti- 
lation. Manifest injustice is more diffi- 
cult to prove, and is even harder to 
define. 

Manifest injustice cannot be due to 
social or financial impacts, but must be 
related to environmental effects. If an 
85-year-old nursing home resident was 
forced to stop smoking that might be 
worse for his or her well-being than 
allowing him to continue to smoke. 
That might constitute a manifest injus- 
tice, Ms. Martel said. But she couldn’t 
come up with an example of how a 
restaurant could show a manifest 
injustice. 

Bob Cyr, manager at Grill 93, said

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the bylaw has hurt his business. 

“It’s definitely affected us,” Mr. Cyr 
said. “We felt it the most in the bar and 
the lounge and the comedy club.” 

But it has also cost Grill 98 cus- 
tomers in the dining room, he said. A 
sign about the bylaw warns patrons as 
they enter, and some customers read it 
and turn right around and walk out. 

“Every day, every night there’ll be 
someone that will walk out,” he said. 

On weekends, when people come to 
the comedy club from out of town, 
many are surprised they can’t light up. 

“One guy was pretty belligerent,” 
Mr. Cyr said. 

Grill 93 is the only business that has 
actually applied for a variance from 
the Board of Health and is scheduled 
for a hearing at the next board meet- 
ing, Monday night, Aug. 15, at town 
offices. Grill 93 has requested a vari- 
ance for the comedy club and bar and 
lounge area. 

Alicia Parsons, owner of Eighteen 
Elm, said her business really hasn’t 
been hurt by the bylaw. 

“We have lost some of the after-work 
crowd, and I expected that,” Ms. Par- 
sons said. “I think they will come 
back.” 

She said the regular dining crowd 
appreciates the clean air, and she 
thinks she may actually have gained a 
little bit of business there. 

“On the other hand, we have lost 
quite a few corporate parties,” she said. 

Companies like Raytheon and 
Hewlett-Packard, which entertain 
many European clients and used to fre- 
quent her restaurant, are taking those 
clients elsewhere, she said. 

She will apply for a variance to turn 
the upstairs into a separate club and 
small bar, but that will still be “a few 
months down the road,” she said. 

“Overall, I’ve had the best summer 
since I opened,” Ms. Parsons said. 
Positive change 

Joann Gunby, manager at the Nine- 
ty-Nine Restaurant, on Lowell Street, 
said she has received a lot of positive 
response from customers who request 
a non-smoking section and are told the 
entire restaurant is non-smoking. 

“T haven’t had anybody leave. I 
haven’t heard of anybody leaving 
either,” she said. “The smoker still 
comes in, but maybe they’re not stay- 
ing as long. They’re going outside if 
they need to take a cigarette.” 

Bobby Litchfield, of Burlington, was 
with a group of four men who were 
working in the area and stopped at the 
Ninety-Nine for lunch last week. All 
four had a cigarette pack sitting in 
front of them on the bar, but were step- 
ping outside to smoke. They oppose the 
complete ban. 

“IT can see having a designated area, 
but I don’t think that’s right,” Mr. 
Litchfield said. “I won’t come back 
here again.” 

But Ms. Gunby said she doesn’t 
think the bylaw really presents a prob- 
lem. “I think we’ll balance out in the 
end,” she said. 

She said the employees are getting

that they have noticed the difference in 
the air in the restaurant. The first day 
the bylaw went into effect, people were 
walking around the restaurant taking 
deep breaths, enjoying the clean air, 
Ms. Gunby said. 

“We’re not having any problem 
regarding telling people about the 
bylaw,” said Richard DeAngelis, owner 
of Backstreet... Again restaurant on 
Essex Street. “They immediately com- 
ply with it.” 

Backstreet has discreet no-smoking 
signs in its lounge area to advise cus- 
tomers of the policy. When a party 
comes in that includes a smoker and is 
advised of the policy, the smokers just 
shrug it off and come in anyway, Mr. 
DeAngelis said. 

“We haven’t had anyone who has 
left,” he said. “It’s not that big a thing.” 

The clean air also provides other 
benefits. “Everything stays clean,” Mr. 
DeAngelis said — windows, mirrors and 
drapes. 

Bill Antoniadis, owner of My Broth- 
er’s Place restaurant on Post Office 
Avenue, said the bylaw has presented 
“no problem.” 

“T can see one or two customers who 
were here before, who were smokers, 
who I haven’t seen yet,” he said. “Oth- 
er than that, we haven't had any prob- 
lem. I haven’t noticed any decline in 
business. We’ve got a lot of non-smok- 
ers who say it’s good.” 

He is concerned that he may be los- 
ing some business to places like 
Justin’s and Bertucci Menucci Pizze- 
ria, 90 Main St., which have outside 
tables where he believes customers 
smoke, 

“Other than that, I think it’s a good 
idea,” Mr. Antoniadis said. 

“T haven’t found it to affect me that 
much,” said Paul Doty, manager at 
Vincenzo’s Italian restaurant, at 10 
Main St. 

Some customers who are smokers 
have been disappointed they couldn’t 
smoke, but they like the food and come 
back anyway, Mr. Doty said. When tak- 
ing reservations and someone requests 
non-smoking, they say “wonderful, 
great,” when told the entire restaurant 
is non-smoking, he said, 


“It’s good. I’m happy for my cus- 
tomers. We don’t want to offend the 
smokers elfher. ‘We want them to come 
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into the restaurant and enjoy the food,” 
Mr. Doty said. 

Chris Pappadopoulos, owner of Pas- 
ta Villagio restaurant, 63 Park St. Vil- 
lage, said it is still too early to tell if the 
bylaw has affected his business. 

“In general, there hasn’t been too 
much turbulence,” Mr, Pappadopoulos 
said. 

But telling a customer he cannot 
have something he wants goes against 
the nature of his business, he said. 

“It’s not the most conducive thing 
for a guy trying to lure someone in to 
make a buck,” Mr. Pappadopoulos said. 

But he thinks banning smoking is 
probably the right thing to do. 

“The people have spoken,” he said. 

Still, it bothers him to tell a guest he 
or she can’t smoke. 

“I wouldn’t do it in my own house, 
let’s put it that way,” he said, even 
though his home is a non-smoking 
household. 

The Park Street Pub is the only 
establishment in town now recognized 
by the Board of Health as a bar, and 
therefore exempt from the restrictions 
of the bylaw. Bartender Heather Hoski- 
son said business has increased, but 
she isn’t sure if it’s due.to the bylaw or 
the closing last month of the Andover 
Jade Restaurant in Shawsheen Plaza. 
She said a lot of people probably think 
all of Andover is non-smoking and 
don’t realize they can smoke at the 
Park Street Pub, 

“T think a lot of people haven’t 
caught on yet. I think it will probably 
pick up though,” Ms. Hoskison said. 


Municipal buildings 

Some municipal employees have 
complained that other departments are 
not complying with the bylaw. Some 
complained that people are still smok- 
ing at the fire department on Main 
Street and the water treatment plant 
on Lowell Street. 

A visitor didn’t see anyone smoking 
at the police station, but there was 
cigarette smoke in the lobby, though 
no one on duty admitted to lighting up. 

Firefighters are allowed to smoke in 
the open doorways of the garage, but 
not anywhere in the building, accord- 
ing to deputy chiefs Charles Murnane 
and James Lynch, They said compli- 
ance hasn’t been a problem. Chief 
Harold Hayes, a long-time smoker who 
used to light up in his office, said he 
quit smoking almost three weeks ago. 

Debbie Fay, administrative secre- 
tary at the water treatment plant, said 
Monday that employees and visitors 
are allowed to smoke only on the front 
steps of the plant, or on a back balcony 
overlooking Haggetts Pond. But she 
hesitated when asked if anyone has 
broken those rules. 

“Not that I’ve seen,” she said. 


Retail 

Charlie Webb, at the Andover Spa 
on Elm Street, said the bylaw required 
him to remove free-standing cigarette 
displays and to move some of his cigars 
behind the counter. He is losing $1,600 
a year that he was paid to keep the 
Marlboro display in his store.

was time to have a service acknowledg- 
ing the death and “honoring the life of 
Christopher Lawrence Marden,” the 
Rev. Dr. Calvin Mutti, senior pastor of 
South Church, said at the service.

Mutti called Chris’ death “a common 
and confusing loss” for those who 
knew him. 

Then, during a silent moment of 
remembrance, the church bell tolled 16 
times, once for each year of Christo- 
pher’s life. 

Peter Bolway, a friend, read a poem 
he wrote for Chris two weeks after the 
accident while trying to deal with the 
loss of his friend. In the poem, Peter 
receives counsel to remember his 
friend and keep Chris with him, but to 
go on with his own life. 

Chris’ sister, Sarah, then played a 
Bach solo on the piano for her brother. 

Jen Busby and Beth Cunningham 
read from scripture and Will Adams 
read from Kahlil Gibran’s The Prophet 
about friendship. 


Sandy Bolway, Peter's father, said 
he remembered Chris for his booming 
voice and an amazing self assurance at 
a young age. He remembered Chris 
teaching the Bolway family how to eat 
fajitas, and realizing Chris had never 
eaten one himself. And he remembered 
telling Chris and Peter to take their 
shoes off in the den, only to regret it 
when he realized their feet were bigger 
and smellier than his own. He remem- 
bered Chris giving a report in eighth 
grade wearing “new digs” he’d bought 
in London, and realizing that he had 
become a young man with goals of his 
own.

Update on schools building projects 
Early work on soccer field, drop-off areas get green light

New drop-off areas will be unveiled 
for the first day of classes, and one soc- 
cer field will be planted before the win- 
ter at both South and Sanborn schools, 
after all. 

Since late July, the School Building 
Committee and the low bidder regard- 
ing this advanced site-work package 
have struggled to agree to terms. Quirk 
Construction of Wakefield, a company 
that came in with a $300,000 bid, 
charged that there was an ambiguity in 
the contract concerning the amount of 
loam necessary for the project, and 
that it needed approximately $38,000 
more to do the work, according to Jim 
Marsh, building committee chairman. 

Because the second or third lowest 
bidders made errors within their 
paperwork, the fourth-ranked bidder 
threatened to take action if either of 
those companies was hired instead. 

Quirk Construction has now agreed 
to stick to its original bid and attended 
a preconstruction conference, the kick- 
off meeting to the project, this morn- 
ing, Thursday. Construction of two 
separate drop-off areas at each school — 
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begin this Monday, Aug. 15, and be 
complete by Sept. 2, according to the 
contract. The new soccer fields will be 
leveled and planted by October. 

School Committee members were 
concerned that the smaller, parent 
drop-off areas at Sanborn will cause 
cars to back up onto Lovejoy Road. 

“That’s one of the things that’s a 
high priority right now,” and the pro- 
ject management firm is examining the 
issue, said Mr. Marsh. 

“We have to work on it. Everybody 
has to keep in mind there’s going to be 
some restrictions (with the parking 
and car lineup areas) during the year 
of construction,” he said, before admit- 
ting, “It appears whatever problems 
there might be initially will continue 
once the project’s done.” 

Mr. Marsh said workers may “cre- 
atively use” concrete, Jersey barriers 
to “force people into the parking lot so 
they can loop around” and then enter 
the pick-up area. The new parking lot 
will be twice the size of the current lot.

better than I'll ever play, Mark said of

As part of the school construction 
project at Andover High, a new 
approach road to the school will be cre- 
ated on the middle-school side of the 
existing sledding hill. The current 
approach road and existing High 
School parking lot will be destroyed, 
and a grass area for ball fields will be 
planted in their place. 

As a result, the sledding hill will be 
reshaped, requiring sledders to travel 
downhill toward the High School and 
onto the new grass area, and the rock 
may be moved. 

This possibility was discussed 
briefly and dismissed by the School 
Building Committee approximately six 
months ago, said Matt Lennon, build- 
ing committee member. But the possi- 
bility came up again last Tuesday 
when the building committee informed 
the School Committee of project 
updates. 

“We always painted the rock, so it 
means a lot to us,” said Glenn Wilson, 
a co-captain of last year’s volleyball 
team. “The rock is definitely a part of 
Andover High School tradition. 
There’s got to be a couple thousand lay- 
ers of paint on that thing.” 

The sledding hill also has a history 
of its own, said long-time teachers. 
Richard Collins, long-time football 
coach, recalls his team climbing the 
hill during practice — repeatedly. 

George Sullivan, a former junior 
high and current High School teacher, 
remembers students using stolen,cafe- 
teria lunch trays as make-shift sleds 
during snowy days. Today the hill is 
still used by all age groups for winter 
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The rock has been a way of communication for Andover High School 
students since 1970. Now it may have to be moved. 


sledding. 

“There’s more than the academics 
and that’s what a lot of people forget,” 
said Mr. Sullivan. “I’d definitely like to 
see them keep (the rock). I don’t know 
that the spot itself was so important. 
But the teams go up there. There’s a lot 
of school spirit. I see how excited the 
kids get. I’d hate to see it gone.” 

“That rock is really a golf ball and 
the rest of it is paint,” quipped Mr. 
Collins, “I’d love to see that rock stay 
right there. I would hate to see it disap- 
pear from the Andover scene. (If it is 
moved) the tradition might disappear.”

Television: Another kind of addiction

When Andover joined the many 
enlightened other municipalities 
that have banned smoking in restau- 
rants and other places, I thought of 
another kind of addiction, far more 
widespread, perhaps more danger- 
ous than tobacco, that I wish I 
weren’t exposed to whenever I leave 
my house for the wider world. 


My own most excessive public 
exposure to it occurred more than 12 
years ago, in May 1982, but I'll never 
forget it. While recuperating from 
kidney-stone surgery at a hospital in 
Washington, D.C., I quickly discov- 
ered that my roommate was addicted 
to TV. ¢ 

The momént she awakened every 
morning, she turned on our mutual 
set; she fell asleep under its flashing 
light every evening. Mercifully I 
couldn’t hear it: I could mute my 


* speaker, but the flashing found my 


face. Even with my eyes closed, my 
lids felt the sear. 

To make matters worse, the TV 
wasn’t mounted on the middle of the 
wall; for some reason it had been 
affixed to favor my side, To escape its 
glare I tried sleeping in certain posi- 
tions, but found it impossible 
because of the discomfort of my inci- 
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sion. 

I don’t remember if I asked my 
roommate to turn off the set. Proba- 
bly, trying to be magnanimous, I 
didn’t. (Anyway, what right did I 
have?) I remember my father being 
in the hospital in the ’50s and suffer- 
ing similarly in silence as his room- 
mate smoked and my father’s eyes 
teared and burned. Now that sort of 
behavior is being banished by the 
polite people of the world. 

Toward the end of my week’s hos- 
pital stay, I finally snapped. The 
night nurse, following a high-pitched 
ranting, found me standing on my 
mattress, stitches or no, trying to 
throw Chux over my bed’s privacy 
curtain rod in an attempt to block 
out the rude light that easily pene- 
trated the fabric. She and an orderly 
calmed me down by promising that 
they would solve the problem the 
next morning. Indeed they did roll 
our beds into opposite corners (easi- 
er to move them than the TY), I 
couldn’t see the flashing as well from 
there; I slept. 

I didn’t own a TV at the time. I 
hadn’t owned one since I left my par- 
ents’ house for college in 1969. When 
I got married in 19738, my husband 
and I thought a previous tenant had 
left a set in the closet of our apart- 
ment, but when we looked, in 1975 or 
so, we realized the tenant had taken

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Dan Buchholz 
explains

This is a letter to explain my inten- 
tions of the last two months.

Lastly, I would like to raise the ques- 
tion: Is having Tim Thomas as princi- 
pal of AHS an advantage or a disadvan- 
tage for the school community? I 
believe that Tim Thomas is not fit to be 
principal at AHS. I have talked to 
many of you about this issue and have 
received similar responses. 

To the people of Andover, I have one 
thing to tell you, it is time to get 
involved. Pick up a pen, pick up the 
phone, pick up anything, but please get 
involved. Write to me, write to the 
papers, write to the School Committee, 
write to Tim Thomas, write to your 
friends, write to yourself, but please 
get involved. It is time to stand up for 
our rights, this is our town, I ask one 
final time, become involved, please 
speak up, for I am one, but you are 
many. 

P.S. I would like to sincerely thank 
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the people who have helped and sup- 
ported me so far, and you are many. I 
can only ask that you continue to be 
involved and encourage others to 
become involved.

Freedom of 
speech has limits 


Editor, Townsman: 

Mr. Eskin’s letter last week concern- 
ing the incident involving Dan 
Buchholz myopically concentrates on 
only the freedom of speech issue and 
while that issue is most important, Mr. 
Eskins’ letter ignores totally that Mr. 
Buchholz was punished not for his 
exercise of freedom of speech but 
rather for his ill manner and poor judg- 
ment in exercising it. [“Democracy 
teaches the.value of free speech,” Aug. 4, 
page 27.) 

Mr. Eskin’s letter exhibits excessive 
concern for the possibility of censor- 
ship by school authorities in this ‘mat- 
ter. We applaud his desire that a school 
be ever vigilant against censorship and 
constantly strive to become a market- 
place of freely expressed, divergent 
ideas by student body and faculty alike, 

We suspect that Principal Thomas 
and Superintendent McQuillan were 
probably disenchanted with Mr. Buch- 
holz’s message and probably had reser- 
vations about allowing him access to 
address the school. One must, however, 
appreciate their positions of tremen- 
dous responsibility. 

When one has a student who wishes 
to speak on the sensitive issue of the 
self-inflicted death of one's classmate, 
freedom of speech isn’t the sole factor 
which must concern the wielders of 
responsibility. If, for example, this stu- 
dent already had prior acrimonious 
encounters with the faculty concerning 
his untoward methods of addressing a 
school audience, a decision to let that 
student address a school audience, giv- 
en such prior experiences, would be 
fraught with risk. While Principal 
Thomas and Superintendent McQuil- 
lan did not afford Mr. Buchholz an ide- 
al opportunity to address the student 
body, their caution was justified as the 
stunt that Mr. Buchholz pulled was 
unwarranted, foolish and undermining 
his sincerity about the issue he was 
attempting to present.

the medium as the potent drug that it 

is. 
And so it occurs to me that we need 
a new public-advocacy movement: for 
us non-TV addicts. We are a minuscule 
minority, estimated at 2 percent, but 
with a voice maybe our ranks would 
grow, as the anti-smoking ranks have 
swelled in recent years. I await the day 


when I’ll be asked at any public thresh- 
old: “Watcher or non-watcher?”

Some may suggest that “it was the 
only way for him to get his point 
across” or that “he should have that 
right,” but others would respond: that 
his crude conduct wrongfully demon- 
strated great disrespect for the admin- 
istration and neither aided his purpose 
nor strengthened his advocacy for his 
point of view. 

While we have no opinion as to the 
appropriateness of Mr. Buchholz’s 
actual punishment, we respect Mr. 
Thomas’ imposition of disciplinary 
action which was both mandated and 
appropriate for Mr. Buchholz’s 
unseemly behavior. 

Freedom of speech is a deservingly 
coveted right in our society, but like all 
rights, it should be used with respect, 
restraint and propriety. No one ina 
movie theater may shout “fire” just 
because one wishes to exercise his free- 
dom of speech; one may not exercise 
his freedom of speech at the wrong 
place and at an inappropriate time. 

Just as the individual has rights, 
society also is entitled to protection of 
its rights. Society, for example, may 
not be stampeded into fear in a crowd- 
ed theater by one’s shout of: “fire” 
when no such fire exists. 

Mr. Eskin posits that the only rea- 
son that the administration meted out 
punishment to Mr. Buchholz is that it 


ldisliked the message in his speech. 


Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Mr. Buchholz deserved punish+ 
ment because he deliberately contra- 
vened authority by presenting his mes- 
sage at an inappropriate time and in a 
crude, improper manner. Like Mr. 
Eskin, we have no objection to Mr. 
Buchholz’ desire to state his thoughts 
on how the senior class should remem- 
ber one of its classmates. 

We, unlike Mr. Eskin, do object to 
his announcing that thought in a vul- 
gar manner and at an inappropriate 
time and place. 

If, to give but one illustration, a big- 
ot wished to express anti-religious or 
racial remarks, we condone his right to 
do so, but we would be appalled that he 
should be able to do so at an ecumeni- 
cal conference. If that individual ran 
up on stage at such a conference and 
began to spew anti-religious or racial 
filth, would one still be crying foul play 
for any punishment meted out to him 
by appropriate authorities who had 
forewarned him that his pronounce- 
ments at that assembly were prohibit- 
ed? 

Everyone has a right to say what 
(s)he believes. Bigots have that right, 
just as each of us has the right to label 
them bigots. To state one’s beliefs and 
opinions nevertheless must be done 
with decorum. Even unpopular ideas, 
if expressed with a level of decency and 
passion, help our society to grow. The 
privilege of free speech must be tem- 
pered with the responsibility to speak 
correctly and appropriately. The use of 
intelligent judgment in exercising free 
speech can only help to improve our 
society. 

Perhaps Mr. Buchholz should have 


been afforded alternative opportunities 
to address the school. Principal 
Thomas, however, had an obligation to 
not only Mr. Buchholz but also the 
entire student body and faculty. He 
needed to anticipate all the possible 
results, beneficial and adverse, of such 
an address by Mr. Buchholz. 

Although Mr. Buchholz’s statement 
revealed his very valid (to him), ger® 
uine feelings and opinions and 
expressed concern and his desire to 
remember a classmate in a way he 
believed best, he, not Mr. Thomas, less- 
ened support for his position because 
of his failure to use a more appropriate 
and respectful method to spark produc- 
tive debate and discussion. He may 
have thought that debates and discus- 
sions won’t produce action. In many 
cases that is true. To work against 
one’s “opponent,” however, makes the 
desired action much harder to attain. | 
Mr. Buchholz’s failure to use with | 
restraint and respect the great gift of | 
freedom of. speech merited a punish- 
ment imposed by the administration 
which Mr. Buchholz directly and 
insultingly affronted with his mis- 
deeds. Mr. Eskin’s laudable concerns 
for First Amendment rights in this sit- 
uation are misplaced.

Front entrance fo be closed for two weeks during construction _.

Andover’s book building will 
finally get a new cover next week 
when the long-awaited, front- 
entrance construction at Memorial 
Hall Library begins. 


The facelift is slated to start Mon- 
day, Aug. 15, according to Beth 
Mazin, assistant library director. 

Jim Sutton, library director, 
informed the Board of Selectmen 
Monday that fundraisers have col- 
lected more than $63,000, a signifi- 
cant portion of the $80,000 project- 
cost estimate used by library offi- 
cials during November’s Special 
Town Meeting. 


“The bulk of it has been raised. I 
think they have enough to get it done 
or just about done,” Ms. Mazin said 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Sutton estimated the con-

struction will close the Main Street 
entrance for two weeks, requiring 
patrons to enter through the rear of 
the building during that time. 


An earlier starting date was 
scrubbed because granite was not 
available for delivery, according to 
Ms. Mazin. 

The construction, designed to 
improve the appearance of the 
library’s entrance, will include gran- 
ite sidewalks with fences and a brick 
oval walkway. These designs were 
part of the construction plan in the 
mid-to-late 1980s project that doubled 
the library’s size, according to Ms. 
Mazin. 

Because of a state shortfall, 
Andover cut its construction project 
short, never completing the planned 
entrance improvements. 

After the state reimbursed the 
town $42,441 this year as restitution 


for the earlier shortfall, the library 
asked the residents at November 
Special Town Meeting to approve 
using approximately $20,000 of this 
money for the entrance construc- 
tion. After an amendment was pro- 
posed by Margaret Cronin, of Sum- 
mer Street, the residents voted to use 
all of the $42,441 to purchase 1 OY 
books. 

At that time, the Library Board ot 
Trustees reportedly had raised 
approximately $38,000. It continued 
its fundraising efforts after the meet- 
ing. 

Andover is the sub-regional head- 
quarters for the Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts Regional Library system.

Children act out what they see on television 


By Father Val Peter 

A recent Gallup Poll showed that 80 per- 
cent of Americans surveyed believe there is 
too much violence on television. 

Sixty-one percent believe warning 
“labels” alerting parents of upcoming vio- 
lent shows don’t go far enough. And 75 per- 
cent think TV violence contributes to the 
crime rate. 

You know something? The American 
people are right. 

Over and over again here at Boys Town 
we see boys and girls act out what they 
have seen on television and in the movies. 

In fact, we have a rule of thumb: The 
more violence children watch on television, 
the more chance they have to become vio- 
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lent in their own behavior. 

That doesn’t mean all children become 
violent because they watch it on television. 
What it does mean is that kids who come 
from troubled families, or even from situa- 
tions where big troubles are hitting their 
families right now, are much more likely to 
act out the violence they see on television. 

Recently a boy who had just arrived at 
Boys Town bullied a much younger boy by 
pushing him, shoving him, calling him foul 
names and humiliating him. 

When I asked him where he learned the 
behavior, he said he saw it on television. 

A family called me not too long ago. 
Their 11-year-old son had sexually abused 
the neighbor’s four- and six-year-old daugh- 


ters. He had seen it in a pornographic 
movie. 

He was a very troubled boy before this, 
and the movie gave him the opportunity to 
act out in an even more troubled way. 

It only stands to reason that if you fill 
your life with violent thoughts, you may be 
tempted to act them out, especially when 
you’re feeling down and when troubles 
come into your life. 


There are two things we can do about 
television violence. First, monitor the pro- 
grams our children watch. The easiest way 
to do that is to have a family meeting and 
agree on which programs will be watched 
and which will not be watched in the house. 


The second is to let our elected officials 
in Washington know the federal govern- 
ment should do-more to regulate television 
violence. The government needs to pressure 
the television industry to reduce violence. 


I know they will call it a veiled attempt 
at censorship. Phooey, phooey, phooey. 
They need to take some responsibility, and 
they need to take it now.

Kids come into contact 
with millions of germs on a 
daily basis, especially when 
school is back in session. While it 
is impossible to protect children 

from every germ imaginable, it is 
important to teach them good hygiene 
habits. And who knows — if they follow 
these simple rules, this might even help 
stop the spread of germs from the school to 
the home! 

« Wash hands frequently. Hand washing 
is the single most important way to pre- 
vent or reduce germ transmission, 
although many people — especially active 
kids—forget to wash hands enough. 


¢ Fight germs with an antibacterial 
soap. A child’s weapon against germs is a 
mild antibacterial soap which not only 
kills germs, but also helps keep them from 
coming back all day. 


¢ Know the right way to wash hands. 
The right way is to lather hands with an 
antibacterial soap and running water, then 
rub vigorously for at least ten seconds, 


¢ Dry hands with ones own towel. Do 
not dry hands with a towel that someone 
else might have used. 


+ Wash hands after contact with a friend 
who has a cold or'flu virus, Also remember 
to cover the mouth when sneezing or 


coughing. 


According to the National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration (NHTSA), approx- 
imately 75 percent of all auto crashes occur 
within 25 miles of home, on roads where the 
posted speeds are 45 mph or less. And too 
often, convenience takes precedence over 
the safety of small children who should be 
buckled into child car seats. 

No matter how short the trip, children 
under the age of four must be correctly 
buckled up every time they are in the car. 
Unfortunately, too many parents forget to 
restrain their children for short trips or 
during the “morning rush hour,” when 
children need to be on time for school and 
day care. 

“T know I always take an extra minute to 
buckle my youngest daughter into her car 
seat, but I learned my lesson the hard way,” 
said Cindy McLoughlin, a safety-conscious 
mom who knows first-hand how important 
it is to buckle up children correctly for each 
and every ride. Two and a half years ago, 
McLoughlin was running an errand just a 
few miles from home when she and her 18- 
month-old daughter, Colleen, crashed into a 
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stalled car on 
the freeway. In 
just a few sec- 
onds, McLough- 
lin and her 
daughter could 
have lost their 
lives. Instead 
they emerged 
with only a few 
bruises, thanks 
to Colleen’s car 
seat and her 
mom’s seat belt. 

McLoughlin 
has since be- 
come active at 
her children’s 
schools in help- 
ing to enforce 
the “four years 
and 40 pound” 
car seat law in 
California. She 
is also helping to

National program teaches kids about gun safety 


Handgun sales were up again last year, 
likely spurred by concerns that the passage 
of the Brady Bill and state efforts around 
the country are the start of major gun-ban- 
ning legislation. 

Knowing that police are stretched to 
their limits in most areas, many citizens 
are feeling the need to buy a gun to protect 
their homes. The result? Many first-time 
gun buyers, novices with guns, and more 
people who may live in or visit homes 
where guns are present and who are unfa- 
miliar with gun safety are at risk. 

Gun safety education, then, becomes 
increasingly important, particularly for 
families with children. 

According to the National Safety Coun- 
cil, fatal firearm accidents declined 52 per- 


cent in the last 15 years among children 
ages 15 and younger. But, a national pro- 
gram is underway to educate children 
about gun safety. 
Follow the rules 

In response to the need for safety educa- 
tion, Colt’s Manufacturing Company, Inc., 
and the National Association of School 
Resource Officers (NASRO) have developed 
an easy-to-read pamphlet explaining some 
important rules for firearms safety. 

The pamphlet is designed as much for 
those who don’t own a fire-arm as for those 
who do, Regardless of where children might 
encounter a gun — at home, a friend's 
house or anywhere — they should know 
exactly what to do. 

The message is designed so that young 


children can understand and act on nies 
simple rules: 

1. Stop! Don’t touch.

The 
second rule encourages the child to get 
away in case another child starts to play 
with the gun. The third rule brings help to 
the situation as soon as possible to prevent 
an accident.

Finding the balance between business travel

For most working parents, traveling 
becomes yet another complication in the 
family’s patchwork arrangements for chil- 
dren: on Tuesdays and Thursdays, Dad 
picks Johnny up after Little League; on 
Wednesdays, Susie has ballet class; the 
preschool closes early on Fridays, and so 
on. Making sure all the pieces fit while you 
are away takes planning before you leave 
and a lot of checking while you are away. 
But even the most organized parents still 
feel guilty when they leave. Why? 


Don’t let children

go-seek or playing ball ... there are probably 
thousands of ways that kids can cut and 
scrape themselves while playing, Children 
will always be children — but we can make 
sure that when they do hurt themselves, 
their minor cut or scrape will get better 


instead of worse, Here are some simple 


To cope with guilt, make the distinction 
between feeling “bad” or “sad” and feeling 
guilty. If you have to be out of town and 
miss your five-year-old’s school play, you 
may feel “bad” or “upset,” but try not to be 
consumed with guilt. Look at the situation 
as a problem to be solved. Can someone else 
in the family go and take pictures or make a 
videotape? When you call home that night, 
talk about something you’re going to do 
when you get home, like go to the zoo, 

Don't hesitate to tell your children why 
and where you are going, And, of course, 


stay in touch by phone, by fax, or by elec- 
tronic mail. A phone call will let them know 
that you’re okay and thinking of them. 

Younger kids especially may not be chat- 
ty on the phone. You can encourage conver- 
sation by asking specific questions about 
their day rather than general ones that elic- 
it a response of “okay.” Remember that 
being in touch regularly also helps the per- 
son at home who may have questions about 
whether it’s okay to let a child go toa 
friend’s house or may need backup for a 
decision that has been made.

School safety zones protect children 
from automobile accidents — and while 
ithey’re in school kids are safe. But what 
‘happens when they’re not in school? 
According to the American Academy of 
‘Pediatrics, more preschool and school age 
children die from accidental injuries than 
all other diseases combined. Every year, 
about 13 million children require medical 
fattention because of accidents. Sad to say, 
‘most accidents are preventable. 
Preschoolers are particularly prone to 
home-based accidents. With curiosity out- 
pacing motor skills and judgment, they can 
fall, drown, choke, consume harmful sub- 
stances, scald and burn, even electrocute 
themselves. You can safeguard preschoolers 
|— and older children — by making your 
jhome a safety zone, following the precau- 
| tions in a child safety information kit: 
‘Scout your home from a child’s point of 
view 
| Get down on hands and knees to exam- 
ine every room for sharp furniture edges 
and corners, uncovered electrical outlets, 
long cords on appliances, blinds and cur- 
tains, open windows and tops of stairs. 
Install corner bumpers, curved electrical 
‘outlet covers, cord shorteners, window 
|locks and bar gates at all hazard points. 
‘Use caution in the kitchen 
| Never leave small children alone in the 
| kitchen, and use bar gates when you're not 
there. Kitchen drawers and cabinets con- 
| tain potentially harmful utensils and prod- 
/ucts, and should be fastened with childproof 
|locks or latches. Remove or cover stove and 
oven knobs when not in use, and use-back 
| burners for cooking, turning handles of pots 
“and pans toward the rear. 

Beware of the bathroom 
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Keep the toilet lid down or install a lock 
so children can’t fall in. Install anti-scald 
devices that stop water flow when tempera- 
ture exceeds 120°F, Get bathtub spout and 
knob covers to prevent scalding, bumps and 


bruises, and always test water before 


putting baby in the tub. Use childproof cabi- 
nets and drawer locks so children can’t get 
into medicines, cosmetics and cleaning 
products, Unplug all appliances when not in

Be sure that borrowed cribs meet today’s 
safety standards. Older cribs might allow 
baby’s head to become trapped between 


bars, or clothes to catch and cause strangu- 


lation. Do not use a pillow for an infant; it’s 
a suffocation hazard. Put fire rescue decals 
on windows to alert firemen to a child’s 
room, and safety locks on all windows. Have 


a smoke alarm in the nursery and in all bed- 
rooms as well as the basement. 
Watch out for other household hazards 
Put decals on sliding glass doors so chil- 
dren won’t run into them. Get rid of door 
stoppers with rubber caps, which children 
can remove and put in their mouths. Install 
safety gates at tops of staircases, and avoid 
thick rugs and shag carpeting, which can 
hide potentially choking small objects. Keep 
fans high out of reach to prevent injury 
from whirling blades. Remove doors from 
discarded appliances to prevent trapping 
and suffocation.

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A new workplace law is family-oriented 


Are you having, or caring for, a new 
baby? 

Are you adopting a child or getting a fos- 
ter child? 

Are you very sick and unable to work? 

Is your spouse, parent, or child very 
sick? 

If so, there’s a new law that can help you 
get time off from your job to deal with fami- 
ly emergencies. It’s called the Family and 
Medical Leave Act (FMLA) of 1993. 

“Too many women in America are des- 
perately juggling work and family — and 
too often feel like they’re dropping the ball,” 


said Karen Nussbaum, director of the Wom- 
en’s Bureau at the Department of Labor. 

“Now we finally have a law that recog- 
nizes that most women work and most 
workers have families.” 

FMLA says that if you’ve worked for the 
same company for at least 12 months; have 
worked at least 1,250 hours in the past year; 
and your company has at least 50 employees 
who work within a 75 mile radius of your 
work site; then you are entitled to: 

1. Take a total of 12 weeks off without 
pay (your employer may provide some pay). 

2. Keep any health insurance you al- 


ready had during the time you are off. 

3. Get your old job back when you return 
— or a job with equal pay, status and bene- 
fits. 

If you feel that your employer is denying 
your right to time off — or your boss refus- 
es to provide a proper job for you when you 
return — contact the Labor Department 
Wage and Hour Division. They will review 
your situation quickly and help you resolve 
any violations of the law with your employer. 

The Women’s Bureau also recommends 
that you: Write down what happened and 
keep a copy of these notes at home; talk to 
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your union representative; and find out if 
other workers have been denied leave. 


“Women should know their rights, and 
government should help enforce those 
rights in the American workplace,” Ms. 
Nussbaum said. “The Women’s Bureau 
believes that today, more than ever, work- 
ing women count!”

Children’s Campaign volunteers work to prevent child abuse 


In 1992, more than 2.9 million children 
were referred to child protective services 
around the country because of suspected 
child abuse or neglect. And those were the 
cases that were reported. Also that year 
1,261 children died because of maltreat- 
ment. Most were very young — in fact, 
more than 80 percent were under the age of 
five. 

Of reports of child abuse, about 15 per- 
cent involve sexual abuse, most involving 
an adult who is related to, or well known by 
the child. Sexual abuse occurs in all groups 
of the population, in urban and rural areas, 
and in all racial, economic and cultural 
groups. 

All forms of abuse hurt children, but the 
effects vary depending on the nature of the 
act and the age of the child. It is important 
that children learn to say “No” to unwanted 
advances and, when abuse does occur, that 
they tell someone. Also, children should 
never be made to feel that they were respon-

sible for the abuse. 

We should not feel helpless to prevent 
child abuse and neglect. There are actions 
individuals can take to support agencies 
and organizations that are devoted to pre- 
venting abuse and neglect and providing 
help for troubled families. 

By becoming part of the national, non- 
partisan Children’s Campaign, one can 
make a difference for abused and neglected 
children. It is a network of citizens from all 
around the country who do such things as 
write letters and make calls to legislators to 
support and work for public policies to ben- 
efit children and families. They speak out. 
They volunteer with local organizations in 
their communities that assist at-risk chil- 
dren and their families.
